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Forest Fire Warden’s Report 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record of 1963 in both 
length and severity. For the second successive year, we exper- 
ienced a rainfall deflciency of more than ten inches and the com- 
pounding of such drought conditions, together with the many days 
of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazard- 
ous years in the past half century. Although our fire season was 
three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed 
only a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. 
Early detection and rapid response kept many potential fire 
disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of gratitude 
to the men in this community who responded and fought our fires 
so efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded and its economy— 
both industrial and recreational—is greatly dependent on this 
forest resource. The responsibility for adequate fire protection of 
this great area—4,350,000 acres—is everyone’s responsibility and 
prevention is one of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 
obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
young children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting 
matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are charge- 
able to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) child- 
ren playing with matches; and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of 
the fact that all such fires endanger property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during 
the past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are 
confident we can improve our fire record in 1965,

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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 


As indicated in my report last year, the Milan School District 
has and will continue to have severe problems in instruction, 
finance and maintenance. Last year’s vote at the Annual Meeting 
failed to give the School Board a clear pattern of school operation 
at the Junior High level. After study of the situation, the School 
Board, acting under Chapter 193:1, Revised Statutes, Annotated; 
voted to assign pupils in Grades seven and eight to Berlin com- 
mencing September, 1965. 


Budget 


A school budget of $66,594.16 is recommended for 1965-66. This 
amount represents an increase of $6,894.52 over the present budget 
of $59,699.64. The proposed budget is presented with Grades seven 
and eight being assigned to Berlin. High school tuition increased 
from $18,858.00 to $26,249.61 or an increase of $7,391.61. Tuition 
expense for Junior High to Berlin was established at $6,300.00. 
This amount includes an allowance of one additional pupil. Esti- 
mated savings on assignment of Grades seven and eight to Berlin 
is $2,380.00. Operating budget amounts were reduced in the pro- 
posed budget for this change. 


Transportation 


The School Board requested and received two bids on school 
transportation. The two bids submitted were for $9,400.00 a year 
for a three year total of $28,200.00 and one bid for $11,593.80 a 
year for a three year total of $34,781.40. The Board accepted the 
bid of Mr. Tankard for $9,400.00 per year for a three year period. 

It is anticipated that for the majority of pupils, travel time 
on the bus will be less with the assignment of pupils in grades 
seven and eight to Berlin. Costs of transportation will remain 
the same at $9,400.00 per year. 
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Warrant 


Several items in your Warrant are worthy of special mention. 
These include: 


Article 6: If the District desires, election of school district 
officers may be held at the same time and place of the town 
meeting. 

Other Warrant items and school business would be conducted 
on the night preceding the town meeting. 


Article 9 and 10: These articles instruct the School Board to 
implement as soon as possible to pay Berlin High School 
tuition charges on a current basis. The 1965-66 account would 
be held and from time to time amounts paid against this 
account. We estimate a five-six year period to pay this 
account. This account is estimated to be 25-26 thousand 
dollars. 


Article 13: This article instructs the School Board to render 
to the voters an annual account of the tuition charges. 
Article 15: This article provides an opportunity for the Dis- 
trict to make a major capital improvement at the Milan Vil- 
lage School. The heating system would include a new hot 
water furnace fired by No. 2 oil, new radiators, bulk storage 
tank and 4 zone control system. If financed on 6 year notes 
of $1,000.00 each, the first repayment would come due after 
July 1, 1966. 


Article 16: This article is submitted by petition and relates 
to keeping the West Milan School open. 


Instruction 


The School District had three resignations last year from 
teachers who have given long and faithful service to the District. 
Mrs. Flint is teaching in Berlin, Mrs. Nichols is teaching in 
Groveton; while Mrs. Johnson has retired. New teachers to the 
system include:

The Heaf testing program for tuberculosis was carried out in 
the school, and 136 students participated. 


Eleven children were examined at the Pre-School clinic and 19 
immunizations administered.

Dear Madam: 


We have removed the credit of $64.67 for unencumbered balance 
from the revenue section of your 1964-65 Report of Appropriations 
Voted in view of the liability of $18,161.00 to the Berlin School 
District for Tuition. It would appear that in the event that the 
Milan School District votes to become a member of a Coopera- 
tive School District in the future that this outstanding obligation 
would have to be settled in the year that such action was taken. 
It is our recommendation therefore, that the Milan School District 
commence to annually raise a deficiency appropriation to apply 
against the outstanding obligation and further that any unencum- 
bered balance be utilized to reduce this obligation. 


We enclose a summary of the revised 1964-65 School Report of 
Appropriations Voted reflecting the removal of $64.67 as unen- 
cumbered balance and the inclusion of an estimate of $2,614.01 
from Sweepstakes Revenue. You will note that after making these 
changes the approved school tax for the current year is $41,085.17,
